THE TRANSVAAL QUESTION. 

The news contained in the papers 
arriving by last mail points very 
directly to war in the Transvaal at an 
early date. The fact that the richest 
gold fields on earth are the first cause 
of the difficulties which have arisen is 
enough to attract world-wide atten- 
tion. But to Canadians that interest 
is intensified by the fact that the 
empire of which they form a part is 
one cf the parties to the dispute. 
This fact need not stand in the way 
of a just appreciation of the merits of 
the other party, or of his case. There 
is no doubt that the independence of 


spirit, the singleness of purpose, the 
superb determination of the Boers 
cannot be admired too highly or 
imitated too closely. But this, as 
every other question, has two sides. 
While the Boers must be admired for 
their determination to preserve their 
independence of other countries and 
their control of their own country, 
in spite of the influx of a majority of 
foreigners ; the governments to which 
these foreigners owe allegiance also 
have a duty and obligatior in respect 


account of a returned Klondiker 
appearing in a recent issue of the 
Globe. The man whose story is so 
magnified isa Mr. Kendricks, of Toron- 
to, who has just returned from 
Dawson. The veracious reporter says, 
somewhat disappointedly, that “ He 
did not dwell upon the hardships he 
had undergone.” That made no 
difference, however, when a Globe 
reporter had the privilege of dressing 
up the story. Sifting the tale down: 


Mr. Kendricks had heard of one 
death, that of ex-mayor A. D. Stew- 
art, of Hamilton, of scurvy, and the 
expected death of Ed. Harris, of 
Hamilton, from having one leg frozen 
and refusing to have an amputation 
performed. Kendricks reached Daw- 
son on June 6th, and had traded 
enough food for fur during the past 
winter that when exchanged for gold 
dust at Dawson it paid his way home 
to Hamilton, with some to spare. 
The names of the parties he accom- 
panied were: Richard Battle, Joseph 
Montgomery, Arthur Einvoden, Frank 
Vineta, Edward C. Kendrick, Alfred 
and Frank Davison, William Henry 
and John Rae, of Toronto, Robert 
Smith, of Paris, and George Hunhol, 
of Portland, N. Y. Apparently these 
had all reached the Yukon safely, but 
were stranded on arrival. 

What there is in this statement of 
facts to warrant the scare headlines 
of the Globe, only the gang of pro- 
moters ard sharks for whose behoof 
that paper is now apparently run, 
can see. Especially when it is remem- 
bered that Mr. Stewart died from 
scurvy, which does not result from 
hardship, and that the place of his 
death was hundreds of miles away 
from the regular route by which he 
set out to go to the Yukon. 

Apparently the Globe and its gang 
will never get over their throw down 
on the Yukon deal. If they cannot 
be allowed to steal the Yukon they 
will do all they can to hinder its 
development for the benefit of anyone 
else in Canada. 
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GAME LAW. 

Henry Anderson, of the Lobstick 
settlement, above Victoria, called at 
the BuLteTin office on Monday to 
complain of the non-enforcement of 
the game laws against a band of 
Indians whe are now engaged in 
killing deer out of season in the 
vicinity of Victoria. About ten days 
ago they killed an elk on the north 
trail near Sucker Creek, and a moose 
on the south side of the river opposite 
the Lobstick settlement. They are 
good hunters and kill everything in 
sight. The same band made a hunt 
in the same vicivity last spring, and 
killed alarge amount of game. Last 
year they or another band divided 
into two parties, killed ten deer and 
moose on the north side of the river 
and five on the south side. 

The half-breeds at the Lobstick 
feel it to be a great hardship that 
they should be prevented by the 
enforcement of the law from availing 
themselves of the game m_ their 
vicinity, and yet the same law be 
openly set at defiance by a band of 
Indians whose home is at White 
Whale lake nearly 150 miles away. 
They need the game as much as the 
Indians do, and yet are not allowed 
to kill it except in the proper season ; 
while the Indians, killing before the 
season, have it all killed off before the 
season begins. Some years ago Geo. 
Sinclair, one of the Lobstick settlers 
was heavily heavily fined for killing a 
moose out of season, although it was 
established that he needed the meat.

It touches the 
vital iterests of the empire which in 
the world of to-day is the leader in 
the spread of liberty, civilization and 
christianity, and is their chief breast- 
work, Sympathy for others is a good 
thing, but it is a mistake to let 
sympathy for those with whose wel- 
fare we are not charged outrun care 
for the welfare of those to wkom we 
owe onr first duty, thatis our fellow- 
citizens of the empire.

A meeting in aid of the Methodist 
20th century fund was held in the 
church here on Monday evening. _The 
pastor, Rev. T. C. Buchanan, presided. 
Dr. Stewart of Wesley college, Winni- 
peg, delivered a strong address in 
support of the fund, explaining i's 
purposes and how it was expected to 
be raised. The fund is to be devoted 
to the missionary and educational 
work of the church, to increase the 
fund for the support of superanuated 
ministers, and to relieve encumbered 
church-s. The chairmaa also spoke 
in support of the scheme. There was 
a good attendance.

METHODIST DISTRICT MEETING. 
Communicated. 

Edmonton district meeting of the 
Methodist church was convened in 
the church at Strathcona, on Aug. 
17th and 18th. The sessions were an- 
nounced to meet in Edmontoa. Owing, 
however, to the impassable condition 
of the river, the delegates who met on 
the south side, decided to go on with 
the work of the district. 

Rev. T. C. Buchanan, chairman of 
the district, opened the morning ses- 
sion on Thursday, 17th. The follow- 
ing delegates were present: Edmon- 
ton, Rev. T. C. Buchanan; Strath- 
cona, W. W. Adamson, Mr. Richard- 
son ; Victoria, J. Scott; Agricola, C. 
Laidman ; Wetaskiwin, A. R Robin- 
son, N.7S. R. Speers; Lacombe, E. 
Michener, G. Jamiesor ; Red Deer, F. 
W. Locke. Owing to unavoidable 
circumstances some of the missions 
were not represented. Rev. Leonard 
Gaetz, D. D., president of conference, 
who was present in the interest of 
the 20th century movement, aided 
materially the despatch of business. 
Rev. Prof. Stewart, D. D., of Winni- 
peg, was also present in the interest 
of Wesley college. The business of 
the district was somewhat lengthy 
owing to the additions, divisions and 
extensions of some of the missions as 
authorized by conference. Red Deer, 
Strathcona and Sturgeon missions 
have declared their financi«l inde- 
pendence. 

On Thursday afternoon an open 
session was held to discuss the several 
schemes of the church, more particular- 
ly the spiritual condition and the 20th 
century movement. 

In the evening Rev. F. W. Locke 
gave a stirring address on “Our in- 
debtedness to our fellowman and how 
to meet it.” Rev. Dr. Gaetz, also gave 
an enthusiastic address, which delight- 
ed and fired the feelings of all on 
“The spiritual aspect of the 20th 
century fund,” showing that the 
spiritual and financial should go hand 
in hand. 

Friday evening a grand rally on the 
20th century fund, was opened by 
Rev. T. C. Buchanan, the chairman of 
the meeting, briefly setting forth the 
bold project of raising a million 
dollars in addition to the regular 
schemes of the church, as a_ thanks- 
giving for the blessings of a closing 
century, along the lines of material, 
intellectual and spiritual progress. 
He furthermore showed that the 
undertaking would give a mighty 
impetus to the church in apprising 
her, of her financial and spiritual 
strength, here consecrated to the cause 
of God and humanity. 

Rev. A. R. Robinson read a paper 
by Dr. Carman, published in the 
Methodist Magazine and Guardian, in 
whick he speaks of the movement as 
“ A great occasion, a great inspiration, 
a great opportunity, a great necessity, 
a great obligation, and a great under- 
taking.” 

Rev. Dr. Gaetz then gave his in- 
augural address, as conference repre- 
sentative for this fund. He very 
clearly and forcibly showed “the 
history of the movement the philo- 
sophy of the movement, the motives 
of the movement, and the methods of 


the movement.” After listening to 
this able and convincing presentation, 
the congregation heartily endorsed 
the fund in a suitable resolution, 
pledging their best efforts in its behalf.

A TRANSPORTATION QUESTION. 


At a recent meeting of the Winnipeg board 
c’trade Mr. Ashdo-n pointed out that both 
the C. P. R. and N. P. R. have been follow- 
ing out the practice of showing favoritism to 
some special steamship line, and that on 
fifth class goods which do not come by these 
favored lines 100 more per hundred is charg- 
el This, Mr. Ashdown contended, prevent- 
ei tlon in the tariffs; and now th:t 
the government had 2 era considerable 
gums of money in widening and depening 
the waterways and canals lower rates were 
loked for. 

It was decided that it should 
be recommended to the Dominion 
gevernment that in the paying of the 
subsidy to the Rainy River road a condition 
be inserted that no favoritism be shown any 
special line of steamers delivering oe at 
the place where the said road would take 
charge of it, and that no rebate should be 
allowed if a favored line has handled it, or 
any difference made in the tariffs of the 
railway company by reason of freight having 
been carried by any particular line of steam- 
ships.

The C. P. R. Imperial Limited which 
left Montreal on August 14th came to grief 
just beyond Sudbury, It collided withan 
eastbound tea train. The engineer of the 
Imperial Limited is reported killed, and 
several persons are injured. 

1t is announced that the bubonicp'ague wa 
brought toOporto, Portugal, bya steamer 
londed with rice from India, and that forty- 
six cases altogether have been reported. 
Spanish doctors now at Oporto, however, 
telegraph thac the outbreak cf the disease 
is diminishing. 

Mr. Kent, one of the provisional liquid- 
ators of La Banque Ville Marie, reported to 
the committe of depositors that $1,140,000 
had been absconded with. He represented 
the bank’s losses as amounting to $726,000. 
It will likely require half a million to take 
care of note circulation, leaving $649,000 
for the depositors, or about 53 per cent.

CROP STATISTICS. 


The first annual report of the de- 
partment of agriculture of the North- 
west Territories is to hand. It con- 
tains a jarge cmount of interesting and 
useful information, but shares in the 
fault of most government reports 
in that being a report of the summer 
of 98, it has not reached the public 
until the sowing and growing time of 
1899 is almost past. The estimated 
wheat crop in Northern Alberta north 
of township 44 is 626,273 bushels, 
from 24,122 acres, an average of 26 
bushels per acre. Oats, 1,115,358 
bushels from 24,246 acres or 46.25: 
bushels per acre. Barley 203,103 
bushels from 6,651 aeres or 31.02 bus- 
hels per acre. Total 1,944,734 bashels 
of -zrain.

For the first time in the history of 
the Northwest Territories, an attempt 
was made during the past year,to compile 
agricultural statistics. The country 
was divided into sixteen crop districts 
and the result of the season’s threshing 
of wheat, eats and barley for each was 
ascertained. The estimated output of 
wheat, for the whole of the territories is 
given at 5,542,478 bushels, with an 
average yield of 18.02 bushels per acre. 
Oats 3,040,307 bushels, yield 28.93 
per acre, Barley 449,512, yield per 
acre 36.29 per acre. ‘ 

A statement as to what the de 
ment has in view in connection with 
the extension of agricultural experi- 
ments throughout the territories, forms 
an important feature of the report. 
Reference is made to the proposed ini- 
tation of agricultural experiments under 
irrigation in the vicinity of Calgary. 

A number of table and other infor- 
mation bearing on the meterological 
conditions during the year will be of 
interest to the farmer. 

The question of noxious weeds is 
fully dealt with. Eleven inspectors 
were employed during the year and 
their reports indicate that the most 
troublesome weeds in the territories 
generally, are the Stink weed, Hare’s 
Ear Mustard and Tumbling Mustard. 

Under the head of “Gopher Des- 
truction ” reference is made to the bi- 
sulphide of carbon process, which has 
been successfully used in exterminating 
these animals in many of the states to 
the south ot the line. It is said that 
160 to 200 gopher burrows can be 
treated at a ecst of from $3.50 to $4 
with this chemical. 

The statements presented with re- 
spect to the dairying industry show a 
small increase in volume of business 
over the preceding year. The total 
number of patrons during 1898 were 
1,052 and the gross value of product 
$94,040.67 as compared with $85,264.- 
15 during the year 1897. 

Reports from western ranchers place 
the losses in range cattle for 1898 
above those of 1897, while the calf 
crop was generally below that of the 
preceding year. The lamb crop was a 
satisfactory one in most localities. 
The average weight per fleece of the 
1898 wool clip reached 5.84 lbs., which 
while below the 1897 clip, com- 
pares favourably with the average for 
the world, namely 5.50 Ibs. The im- 
portation of purebred bulls showed 
a healthy increase. Horses com- 
manded a fair figure during the year 
and there would appear to be good 
prospects for higher prices still in the 
future, providing breeders are in a 
possition to supply a snperior animal. 
A few remarks are devoted to the 
question of government inspection of 
Stallions. 

The swine industry does not appear 
to be making very considerable progress 
in the territories, chiefly owing to low 
prices caused by competition of the 
United States feeders. The price of

cate. A dipping station was establish- 
ed at Rocky Coulee, near MacLeod, 
and cattle suspected of infection were 
driven there and dipped to free them 
from tbe disease. The scare is now 
about over. 
135 head of calves were put through 
the dip at a charge of $3 per head. 
Although the existence of mange is 
established on the authority of Dr. 
McEachren, Dominion veterinary in- 
spector, a number of the cattle men 
maintain that it was a mistake; that 
the disease was a comparatively harm- 
less skin disease and not really mange. 
The quarantine inspection was a great 
inconvenience to shippers and the 
seare was likely to have a depressing 
effect on the price of cattle, so that if 
it was a mistake it was a serious one. 
At the same time it is better that the 
mistake should be on the side of safety. 
Unless it is perfectly certain that the 
disease is not mange no one should 
grudge the cost and inconvenience of 
stamping it out. Now tbat this has 
been attempted let it be thoroughly 
done. Mange of a virulent type is a 
very dangerous disease, spreading rapid- 
ly, hard to check and almost certainly 
resulting fatally in the winter season.
